TIPS FOR 
GOODHOME 
DYEING 


F there is one job that should be 
fallure-proof, It ts that ef home 
dyeing. The dyes are so excellent, 
so fast, the colours so exquisite, the 
directions so explicit. that dycing a 
dress or a set of drapes, or what 
have you, should ben breeze. But 
day after day we ret Ictters, most 
of them directing, complaints. agninst 
the dycing agent, .or asking some 
other excuse for an Imperfect fob. 
Here are some suggestions that 
may help to make oan expert dyer 
out of a novice. 


First, it is a good iden to practise 
on an old garment or piece of fab- 
ric, rather than_ risking something 
Hood or useful. But don't dyo It as 
it fs, Sec to it that the article to be 
dyed is clean, absolutely clean, Al- 
ways use 1 container that will per- 
mit the article to be moved about 
freely, so that every smidgin of ft 
nets its dye bath. Use laundry, tubs 
for very Jarjte pieces. 


Don't ‘Just redye. Start off by, us- 
Ing colour remover if you want an 


——~——— axport-job— Of -course,— for-retinting- 


‘to the same shade or making it a 
trifie deeper, that is not necessary. 
One doesn't have to approximate: 
the exact colour on the chart. If you 
want a deeper shade use more dye: 
for a lighter tone, less dye, will be 
needed. Remember that all colours 
look darker when wet 


Pormancnt Colours 


For permanent colour results, the 
material must be simmered over 
heat in a wash boiler or other hirge 
container, Light shades, cspeciitly 
when used on articles that do not 
require frequent Inundering, should 
be fast enough if hottest tap water 
tg used. . 


As for shrinkage, which is n fre- 
quent complaint, it should be under- 
stood that a certain amount of 
shrinkage ty bound to occur, So 
make sure that the article lo be 
dye#i is large enough to allow for 
this:

‘London, Jan. 21.—An official 
court of inquiry said today that 
the collision between a Swedish 
DC-6 and 4 British York air- 
liner over London last July 
might have been cause by 
ertors of detnils or bad prac- 
tice by ‘the ground control au- 


thoritles. 


‘The court did not astablish 
unffirmatively. the netunt cause of 
the uceldent, in which 39 people, 
aneluding Sir Fdward Gent. High 
Commissioner cf Malaya, who wis 
travelling In the York aircraft, were 
Jelled. F 

Though the Yorl’s crew faited to 
ndhere closcly to the proper radio 
communication routine and pro- 
cedures, the court said there wasn 
no evidence that the failure created 
any condition of hazard for herself 
or the Swedish aircraft, 

The court's main problem was to 
determine how the two planes came 
fo be at the same * altitudes at a 
{ime when, theoretleally, ‘the York 
was flying at not less than 3,000 fect 
and the airliner was at 2,600 feet. 


Potnting out that two planes can 
only measure their height uniformly 
if both are using the same data 
about barometric pressure, the re- 
port Hsted these mistakes on the 
ground: * 


1—The Royal Air Force Air Trame 
Contro! centre {alled to broadcast the 
regional barometric — pressiire at 
published times. 

2.—The York was sent o landing 
forecast at a time when it was not 
needed, which included detalls of 
local barometric pressure capable of 
being mistaken for regionvl pressure. 

3.—The Approach Controller at 
Northolt Alrport sent the Swedish 
plane erroncous rejgional barometric 
pressure.” 

The irregularities in the details 
given about pressure, if given effect 
on the allimeters, would have 
placed the York uwbout 210 fect be- 
low and the Swedish plane about 
28 fect above — their theoretical 
heights.

“I would like to see many scats 
sold at sixpence.” Mr Gienvil Hall, 
Financial Secretary to the Trensury, 
told the House of Commons in out- 
lining tho Government's plana. 

Pointing out that France, had 
a, natlonal theatre for nearly 270 
yearn, Mr Hall sald It was fitting 
that the Iand which gave birth to 
Shakespeare should have a national 
thentre. - ’ 

The national theatre, be sald, was 
to be devoted to the showlng of 
the best plays, past and _ present, 
produced with disiinctlon, —per- 
formed by actors. of merit and was 
to be “a worthy setting for mnain- 
taining the dignity of the play- 
wright's art.” 3 

The alm was to provide not only 
a first-rnte national theatre but nlso 
a centre for the development of 
dramatie art. There would bo na- 
tlonal theatre tours throughout the 
country and overseas, 

The building was planned .to con- 
tain. two theatres, one seating about 
1,200 people and ‘the other about 
500. ‘There would be special ac- 
commodatlon for workshops, stores, 
conference rooms, a library, enfe- 
terins and a public restaurant. 

It would be on the bomb-damaged 
south side of the river Thames, in 
an area associnted with the original 
production of Shakespeare's plays 
now beim: renovated for buildings 
to house the 195] Festival of 
Britain, 

He could give no definite date 
for the bullding of the theatre, but 
sald a start would be made as soon 
as possible. : 

If Scotland and Wales also wanted 
a national theatre, the Government 
would lend a symputhetic car, he 


concluded.—Reuter.

“So by’ all odds I was one of the 
favoured beneficiaries of the Revolu- 
tion. I belonged to the Sovict ellte— 
an active . Party ‘Member, a rising 
engineer and techniclan, an educated 
man !n a proletarian Socloty. Four 
years before the start of the war I 
marricd ao girl from my own back- 
fround—Aza Baeva, who also came 
from thd North Caucasus. Her uncle, 
Chermen Bacv, was ao famous 
Caucasian revolutlonary hero; she 
herself wos a qualified military 
chemical engineer. Within o year 
ur only child, Bello, was born, 


DREW LARGE SALARY 


“As an engineer I drew a salary 
of between -2,000 and 3,000 roubles 
amonth (about. £100 — £150 — 
but prices are high), and 
in . latter years from 4,000 
to 4,500 roubles—tnrge as Soviet 
earnings go. And in Moscow we 
lived in a two-roomed flat, which 
was considered ao great luxury, In 
one of the best blocks of flats in 
the city. A Lleut-General I knew 
lived in one room with a family 
of five. And we shored a bath.” 

Why, then, did Colonel Toknev 
leave this society in which he had 
obviously achieved considerable 
material success, with the promisa 
of greater honours and privileges 
awaiting him? He answers: 

“Too many Soviet citizens of high 
repute have fled that wretched 
country, leaving families, hopes and 
careers behind, for me to have to 
argue the point here that as between 
bread and freedom, even in the 
Soviet Union, ‘men will still choose 
freedom. 

“Kravehenko (author of ‘I Chose 
Freedom’) was right. There are 
today in the Soviet Union tens of 
thousands of potential’ Kravencnkos 
—not lost among the myrind dumb 
suffering. masses, but of the Sovict 
elite, the intelligentsia, who dread 
and loathe Stalln’s Asiatic despotism 
us much as he did, and as I do, The 
second generation of intellectuals, 
the heirs and legatees of 
Revolution, have become 
melanchely victims and also 
universal enemy. 


NOT SUDDEN IMPULSE 

“My quarrel with the regime re- 
presents no single outburst. of 
passton. I did not leave on a sudden 
and desperate impulse. Almost from 
the day the Party enrolled me as an 
outstanding candidate I was put 
down os a trouble-maker. At various 
stages In my carreer I was erlticised 
in the Party Black Book as a ‘right- 
wing devlationist, a ‘sociallst 
opportunist’, and ‘an enemy of the 
people’, ete. = 
“I was expelled from the Party—a 
blackbnil which for most Soviet 
citizens, might have meant slow 
starvation. I was eventually  re- 
instated, belng . saved by my re- 
copnised engincering talents, my 
sincerity, and my connections, ‘ 

“Put me down asa Soviet re- 
volutionary .who believed in the 
Revolution, but who has been 
betrayed by ils application. Long 
before the war, I had lost all love 
for n state in which all opposition is 
suppressed, and one’ party pf «ncon- 
trolled dictators is exalted, So 
wholly apart from the obvious 
abuses and corruption which have 
attended the rise of Bolshevism—

so on—I had personally broken with 
the Party on political fundamentals. 
“wphe revelation of Bolshevik 
ambitions during and since the war 
only completed my disiliuslonment. 
I witnessed, wilh my own eyes, the 
preparations in Moscow for the 
seizure of power in the small coun- 
trices of Europe, as they were 
‘liberated’, from the ‘Germans, 
by Comintern agents, many, of 
whom were quisiings in the 
countries to which they returned ns 
members of ‘the ‘Kremlin column’ 
jn the guise of Prime Ministers and 
Cabinet Ministers. 


MOLOTOV’S CONTEMPT 
“Twas in Moscow | when 
‘Mikolajezyk of Poland nppeared 
at the Kremlin to ask Stalin 
why the Red Army would 
not, cross the Vistula and

Highly placed 
party members knew the plan all 
along was the destruction. of the 
Polish natlonalist army. To show 
his contempt Molotev allowed the 
Polish Icader to wait in idleness ‘for 
days.

In my dilemma I was remind- 
ed of those western intelligentsia 
caught up in the Canadéan espionage 
affair, whe,explained their betrayal 
of their country's secrets by pro- 
fessing a higher alleglance.to com~ 
munist Ideal. They were misguided 
and deluded men, who: knew nothing 
of the Soviet brand of Communism. 
A man’s highest allegiance i[s to 
peace, tolerance, justice and truth.
